CLOSE CALL FOR ECONOMY

Belicol Board Almost Forgets Itaslf in Its
Enthusiasr.

SPENDING SURPLUS FOR SCHOOL SITES

Durgess' Rosolution that the Donrd
Nl Kdnentlon Invest In Vacant
Loty Defented hy One
Yoite Only.

A vory promising real ostate boom was
punctured by a margin of one vote at the
regular meoting of the Board of Education
lagt night. For saome time past there haa
been an undersourront of sentiment on the
part of aeveral members of the board In
favor of the purchase of additional school
property with & view to the ercction of
bnlldings within the next two or three years.
It was proposed to take the $25,000 that was
added to the appropriation by the city coun-
cll on the asaurance of the board that It
was needed for a new bullding to replace
that the Puelfic school and apply it to the

purchase of real estate in other parts of
 the elty.

The subject was first brought Into the
proceedings by the report of the commities
on puble property and  bulldings on the
proposition of W. R, Homan to sell the
board one of two sitea for a school hetweon
Kellom and Lake. The committee reconi-
mended that the propostiions he placed on
file, ns the board had no money to lnvest in
real estate at this thne. Burgess vigorously
opposed the report., He sald that he was
In fuvor of running the schools wide open
and If the money gave out then close the
schools and let the people place the respan-
wihility where It belonged, He declared thag
the children were sitting on the floor In
several of the school bullidings. New bulld-
ings wore neaded now and it was only a ques-
tion of a short time when they must be
built. The real estate could be purchased
cheaper now than in the future and he was
In €avor of buylng o site in the northern part
of the clty and another toward the west,
Hess took the same view and Johnson de-
fended the eommittes report. Hurgess' mo-
tion to refer the matter back to the commit-
ten was lost by 6 to § and the report was
then adopted.

REPORT ON FINES.

Attorney Gaines submitted a verbal report
relative to the Inguiry in regard to the fall-
Ing off of the recelpts from fines, which was
recently referred to him, JHe sald that his
fnvestlgationas hind tndicated that the number
of arrosts had not varied materlally from
year to year. The arresis ran about 6,000 a
year, but the number of convictions secured
in 1807 was only 1,800, a8 compared with
over 3,000 under Judge Derka. Where the
fault lay for the evident fallure to effect
convictlons it was not his purpose to say.
The attorney =tated that a large proportion
of the dectense in revenue was attributable
to the fact that prostitutes were not fined
as formerly. These fines had added over
$15,000 a year to the achool fund, or about
80 per cent of the entire amount recelved
from police court fines, He oplned, howeyer,
that while the old system might be advised
as a matter of polley there was no legal war-
rant for It

In regard to the power of the board to
f4sue warrants In excess of e resources
the attorney adviged that the warrants would
e legal, but that It would not be good pol-
ley 1o lsasue them In excoss of the assels
reasonably to be expected,

The troublesome guestion whether the as-
gembly room In the eity hall shall be used
for other than school purposes was revived
by a request from Z. T. Lindsey, manager
of the Department of Ways and Means of
the exposition, that the weo of the room be
allowed to the exposition chorus. The usual
debate was repeated, but a motion to place
the letter on file was defeated and it was
referred to Presldent Jordan with power to
act

FIRE PROTECTION FOR SCHOOLS,

Chief Redell of the fire department called
¢fitention to the fact that a number of the
school bulldings were remote from fire
alarm boxes and suggeated thal It wae very
deslrable that some measures be taken to
connect them with the department. The
communication was referred lo a committee
with Instructions to ascertain the cost of
the service and report at the next meeting.

The superintendent of buildings was di-
rected to confer with the Board of Park
WCommissioners relative to securing trees Lo
bo planted on school grounds.

Superintendent Pearse submitted a brief
report of hls recent trip to Chattancoga and
Washington, which waseploced on file.

The report of Treasurer Edwards showed
a balance of $66,705.52 In the school fund at
the end of February,

On recommendation of the committee on
teachers and examinatiors, the followlng
teacliers were placed on the assigned list
1o be used as thelr sorviees may be needed!
Isabelle Graham, Emma Rosicky, C, John-
aon, Helen Copeland, Edith McCoy, Josephine
Gromlich, Eliza Wescott, Fannle Brome,
Eliza Gibbs and Minnie Allison.

On motlon of Burgess the secretary was
directed to ask the treasurer to state why
the lleense fees on account of hack drivers,
Junk dealers, slot machines, dogs and coal
dealors were not covered inlo the school
fund,

'Burgess alao offered a couple of resolutlons
that will be of Interest to the city counell,
Tho first referred to the tax of $1,450.22
which the board pald on account of grading
Hickory street from Fifth to Sixth street.
The street was never graded, and the board
has made several efforts to get Ita money
back, but without suceess. By thle resolu-
tion the attorney s directed to ascertain
whether there was any legal process by
‘which the city could Ibe compelled to elther
grade the street or refund the tax.

WANTS THE COUNQIL TO SETTLB.

It was adopted, as was also his resolution
which Inatructed the secretary to request the
council to provide for the deficit of §61,287.62
In the fiscal year ending In July, 1897, be-
ing the difference between the $400,000 asked
for by the board and $338,712.48, the amount
provided. Also the deficit of §44.054.47 for
tha fiscal year ending In July, 1808, and the
defielt of $54,050,92 for the year ending in
July, 1897,

There was a lively discusalon on Kilewit's
resolution providing that the union seale
ahould be pald to all employes of tha board
and that the superintendent of buildings
should procure street rallway chips for men
who, by reason of delng transferred from
one bullding to another, were obliged to
pay more than two fares a day. A motion
to pailpone action was defoated and a motion
to place the resolution on file suffered a
dlmilar fate. Buchanan urged that if the
boand pald the union =cale it was all the
employes could ask and Klewlt stated that
tho resolution contemplated a saving  of
31,000 a year. He sald that laborers em-
pvloyed by the boird were recelving 63 cents
a day more than the unlon scale.

Burgess declared that some of these la-
borers were doing mechanive’ work and that
tho men regularly employed by the board
were the best mechanies in the elty, If the
board could keep such men by paying them
a few cents additional per hour he was in
favor of doing it, On rall call the resolution
was lost by a close vote.

A rewolution by Van Gilder, which pro-
vided that janitors should be paid full time

during vacatlon, was referred under the

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“Celery growing has developed lnto an
enormous Industry In southerp Michigan,”
sald A. G, Egbert, a Mlchigan man who ia
at the Millard. “Much of that part of the
siate Iy made up of celery beds varying In
&lze frum half an acre to twenty acres, and
even larger. At this time of the year the
growers have hot lhouses and cellers filled
with plants and will set them oul as goon s
the weather permits. Plants are grown cou-
tinvally that they may keep planting dur-
ing the season In order to have matured
celery ready for the market at all times.
Celery Is plauted In trenches and as it grows
the earth s hoed up about It for the pur-
pass of bleaching and making It tender, Very
few states have a woll that 1s adapted to
colery ralsing, Where Lhere I& any mineral
in the soil It diseolors the stalks and makes
them unfit for market, A great deal of
celery which & op the market has a rusty
color; that Is ocaused by iron or sulphur In
the soll, After the ground s prepared for
celery horges are not used in the work; It
Is done by men with hoes.  When frost
comes the crop 4 stored away in cellers,
where [t k& watered and cared for until it
goes on the market., In large quiantities the
atalks sel) for from 10 to 15 cents a dozen.
Land slong rivers and in low pliaces scems
to be best adapted to celery culture, as the
plants require much molsture. 1o many
plnces \n eastern Nebraska the soll Juoks lke
the best celery land in Michigan and 1 see
no reason why celery could not be grown
here as well as in Michigan.™

There has been no noticeable kicrease In
travel to the northwest within the last few
daya on account of the reduction In rates.
The rates of $26 first class and $10 gecond
clnss  wore openly quoted for the Arst time
on Sunday. A number of small partles
went out of here on Sunday on the reduced
rates and during Monday there were a good
many Inquirles made at the local ofMoes of
the Ualon Paclfic, the Burlington and the
Rock Island, While there {2 no great rush
to the north Pacific coast polnts, passenger
may are of the opinlon that the reduction
has had the effect of hurrying the travel of
a number of folks who were golng in that
direction this spring. It Is very much
doubted If the reduction has made a single
new passenger for Klondike. Most of the
Klondlke travel ls belleved to hava started
and passenger men do not look for aiy
enormous amount of travel tarough here to-
ward the norihwest.

AGE LIMIT FOR THE SHOP HANDS,

0ld Men Being Weeded Ount of Union
Pacific Mechanienl Depnariment,

Some of the eighty-seven machinists and
other laborers who were dismissed from the
Unlon Paclfi» shops at Laramle, Wyo., last
week have secured positlons In the machine
and car shops of the company ot other polnis
on the road. But the bulk of the men are
still out of employment, and there Is but iit-
tlo likelihood of their belng put back to work
soon. The same & true of the twelve mold-
ers who were let out from the foundry of the
local shops on Friday nlght of last week.
The work of casting still goes on there, but
it Is sald the men dlacharged can be
spared,

The men In the shops are of the opinion
that a maximum age HmK has been fixed
by tho new management of the road, as the
great majority of the men discharged have
been old men. The younger men who have
been let out are sald to be men Known to
be less proficient than the average man in
thelir respeclive departments, Just what this
mge lHmit that Is fixed by the new unwritten
rule is no one kpows, but it is generally
thought to be 60 years, One old employe wag
recently asked by his foreman how old he
was, and as he happened to be over the
Hmit he was given hls time within less
than an hour,

At present the shops are running five days
a week and elght hours a day, the same as
they have run ever since the first of the
year,
